Hoffa 
and am happy to say It was all favorable. He was asked about the 
publlo'a Image of Ur. Hoffa. He said the publlo'e Image means noth¬ 
ing, the Union meabers who he represents are 100;i for him and eleot 
hla their President every time and he organizing and organizing and 
nothing stops hla, and that speaks for Itself. He le soused of many 
wrongs but never oonvloted. Any man Us popular as Ur. Hoffa has 
aany enemya. He has proven himself to hie Union meabers and they 
are faithful to him. 

I was very happy to hear this man and I slnoerely hope 
everything Is favorable with Ur. Hoffa. I oan recall the suffering 
the working aan had before the Unions came to their aid, and may 
they oontlnue. I am an old woman and have lots to remember. 

I do not expeot or want an answer to thle letter. 1 
Just had to give vent to my consternation. The only help I oan give 
Ur. Hoffa le prayers and he gets plsnty of that.

i>ear Mr. Stslnbarg; 

Acknowledging with grateful thanks your kind 
letter of 8epteaber 30, 1963. Your Interest in ay difficulty is 
sost gratifying, knowing what s busy aan you are. 

I note froa your enolosures that Mr. Sidney Lent 
has dleoussed this aatter with a lawyer friend of his, who reports 
that Attorney Jsaee A, Dooley has a reputation for getting good 
oattleaents. This is true if the articles he has printed in the 
daily papers, that he has the largest ollentele, wins the aost 
oases for the largest subs of any other attorney, is true. I have 
been told by aany attorneys that this la the belt he uses to aoqulre 
this large ollentele, whloh he soreens thoroughly end handles only 
the big osses that will bring hla publlolty. Cases suoh as alne are 
handled by his Assoolates. 

The attaohed Court Orders way explain the oarelessnes 
in handling ay oaae. On Deoeaber 13, 1960, the Attorneys for Goldblatta 
served Attorney Dooley, Interrogatories, whloh were to be answered in 
16 days. It was over 100 days before Attorney Dooley answered these 
Interrogatories. In the aean tlae the Attorneys for Goldblatte entered 
a Motion for disalsssl of the ooaplalnt due to failure to answer these 
Interrogatories. On February 25, 1963 the Attorneys had an sppearanoe 
to discus this aatter end on Maroh 5, 1963, the oase was plaoed on 
*Passed Csse Calender* where it can be held indefinitely, and I aa 
denied help and sedloal oare. 

I have suffered greatly for eight years. My Doctor 
has passed away, also five of ay witnesses. If it were not for the 
fact that I oashed ay Insurance policy end sold ay Ceaetery lot for 
expenses, I would have Joined these folks. I aa blind and peraanently 
injured, having to depend on a neighbor high sohool student to read and 
type for ae. This life is not worth it end hope does not seea near. 

Again thanking you for your klndnees.
